Welfare Fund Raises Money For Over 70 Causes 


“So much emphasis has been placed on the matter of the 
money that is being raised for overseas relief, that many people 
have completely forgotten the many other agencies that receive 
money from our Welfare Fund, for which we have a campaign 
just one a year”, said Allen W. Kahn, president of the Fund, 
this week. 

“For example, we are still raising money for such national 
institutions as the National Jewish Hospital in Denver, the 
Jewish Consumptive Relief Society in Denver, Jewish Con- 
sumptive Relief Association in Los Angeles, the Leo N. Levy 
Memorial Hospital of Hot Springs, and the Jewish Orphans’ 
Home in Cleveland. And, of course, part of our funds go to 
our local Jewish Educational Association and for our local Com 
mittee for Refugee Relief as we are continuing to receive our 
quota of refugees in Indianapolis that must be taken care of 
until we can place them in gainful employment. 

“We are also supporting such organizations as the Council 
of Jewish Women for Refugee Children, and the Hebrew Lnmi- 
grant Aid Society. Money is also going to Hadassah, which is 
the Jewish Red Cross in Palestine, and Youth Aliyah which is 
rescuing young boys and girls and giving them a fresh chance 
to life in Palestine. We are also supporting the Hebrew Uni- 
versity and the Haifa Technological Institute. 

“All of these and many other institutions and agencies go 
to make up the 70 to which the Welfare money is contributed. 
The purpose of the one campaign a year is to avoid separate 
solicitations by all the 70 different agencies.”

They also realize that they are 
not making a genuine sacrifice if they take money away from 
one cause in order to give to another, because in that case the 
people that would be making the sacrifice would be the poor, 
unfortunate and suffering people for whom the money is being 


raised and they, of course, are not the people that are expected 
to make the sacrifice.”

Those people who thought that anti-Semitism and un- 
American activities were going to cease on December 7 have 
“just had a rude awakening, Theodore Dann; chairman of the 
Men’s Division, pointed out this week. 

A week ago last Friday in New York City a near riot was 
caused in front of the R. H. Macy store, when a news hawker 
selling Social Justice Magazine held up a full page to the pass- 
ersby which page read: 

“_-And They Killed Christ.” 

“They”, of course, meant the Jews. 

A reporter representing the New York newspaper P.M. 
watched the passersby buying the magazine and interviewed 
the people making the purchases to see what they really 
thought—to see if they really believed the anti-Semitic lies that 
were printed in that sheet. 

“Jews own everything. Sure I believe this stuff. Roosevelt 
is insane, just like Hitler says’, said one man. 

“While many people have known that anti-Semitism and 
un-American activities have been going on under cover since 
Pearl Harbor, most people were shockd to see anti-Smitism

To the editor, 

A little over a year ago, Jan. 
31, 1941, to be exact, I filled out 
an application at the Allison 
plant here on the strength of a 
college education but no practi- 
cal experience. After entering this 
application for work, a friend, 
Rudy Whetsall, who was and is 
still employed by that company, 
said that he would do his best 
to get me an interview and a job. 
He arranged for me to talk to 
Mr. Hall. In the course of the 
interview, Mr. Hall, very non- 
chalantly, asked my nationality. I 
knew of course, what he really 
referred to, but I truthfully an- 
swered, “‘Austrio-Polish.” He said 
that they would get in touch with 
me when an opening occurred 
and that I must realize that with- 





out any factory experience it 
might take some time before I 
was called. 

About a week passed and I saw 
my friend Rudy. I asked him 
about my chances and he said 
that he talked to Mr. Hall after 
I had seen him and Mr. Hal! 
asked if I was Jewish. Rudy said 
“ves,” and recommended me very 
highly. However, I later heard 
that I couldn’t be considered be- 
cause I was a Jew. This made 
me feel badly and of course I 
was angry and wanted to do 
something about it. But I did not 
hear the accusation directly, only 
from a second party and I de- 
cided to forget the whole thing.

I HAVE just been reading “Jews in a Gentile 

world,” a very learned book about us written 
by anthropologists, sociologists and psycholo- 
gists: Who are we and how we get that way 
and why we aren’t liked. 

The book is in seven parts and it seemed to 
me, as I came to the end, that there was a chap- 
ter missing. I should have liked to read a 
chapter by the guinea-pig himself: A concluding 
chapter by a Jew on what he thinks about it, 
not by a scientific Jew but by one of us who 
feel sharply slapped in the face when we pass 
a church from whose doorstep Coughlin’s Jew- 
baiting is peddled, who feel affronted when the 
landlord of an apartment house says we take 
only Gentiles here, whose dignity as human 
beings is hurt when their children are turned 
away from employment because they are Jews. 

Without being too presumptuous, I thought 
I may as well write the missing chapter myself. 

I am a Jew who is not in the least a tribal 
Jew. Being a Jew has to me been just one of 
the many functions of my role as a member of 
the human family. Being a Jew is not the per- 
vading part of my identity. 

It -is minor to my part as kinsman in the 
brotherhood of man; yet my being a Jew is not 
separate in the least from my portion in the 
brotherhood. To this society of mankind I 
bring whatever lights I get from my Jewish 
religion and my history. 

From my religion I have received certain 
social teaching that tell me what duty I owe my 
brother in the world, not my Jewish brother 
alone but to all the kinsmen in the family of 
man. From my history, this is to say, from my 
having lived as long as I have, I bring some- 
thing of compassion, understanding and toler- 
ance. 

These are lights which I, the Jew, carry in 
the march of the brotherhood of man which is 
not yet quite organized but which is getting 
under way, I believe. 

I do not say that as a Jew I am the exclusive 
patentee of these lights. My religion has no 
monopoly of the virtues or of the patronage 
of God. It is my idea that when God looks down 
on the bended necks of people bowing before 
Him, he does not distinguish between the va- 
riety of their necks. (Jewish neck, Christian 
neck, Mohammedan neck). He knows them as 
bewildered children searching for a way out of 
the wilderness of their conflicts and pains. 

My religion is rational enough to be satisfac- 
tory to me; the merit of any religion is in the 
comfort it provides the individual who believes 
in it. I do not quarrel with any other man’s faith 
since it comforts him. 

I do not feel different because I am a Jew, 


nor do I let people like Hitler or Coughlin make 
me feel different. I am aware that by reason 
of my social history I may possess certain char- 
acteristics that are called Jewish. Yet some of 
my neighbors who are not Jewish also have 
special group characteristics which in public 
opinion do not differentiate them essentially 
from the body of American life. 

If I, as a Jew, have any distinguishing marks 
of person or of character they are not stigmata; 
they belong to the human variety that is called 
America. They are the same kind of differentia- 
tions which in my neighbors are respected. I 
go my way, not feeling in the least a man apart 
from the run of mankind; I belong to the body 
of American life. 

By nationality I am American only and have 
no roots at all in a political Palestine. I know 
Palestine poetically as the cradle of my religion. 
I am no irridentist yearning for restoration of 
lost territory. I repoice in my children having 
inherited America. 

I have my faults. I may be a greedy man but 
then my non—Jewish neighbors are not all 
souls of generosity either. I may not be averse 
to turning a penny by smart practice but in 
other people who are not Jews such practice is 
admired as the bright flower of the competitive 
system. I may be aggressive but if I were not a 
Jew I would be admired as the epic American 
figure—the go-getter. I do not speak in extenua- 
tion of my faults but only to suggest that we 
are all the same kind of sinners together. 

By this study of myself I come to the conclu- 
sion that I am an ordinary fellow, no different 
from the mass of ordinary fellows who have 
all kinds of noses and all kinds of sins and some 
few virtues. I am no special problem. Most of 
the Jews I know well—and I know a great many 
of them—are people like me in all that I think 
on the matter of being a Jew and in the common 
denominator of their simple humanity. 

But even if they were a different kind of 
people, if they all wore ear locks and long 
beards and set themselves apart as people under 
special patronage of Jehovah and were peculiar 
all around, their right to be different could not 
be disputed. Their being different could be no 
excuse for their being persecuted in a society 
that has been exposed to Christianity for 2,000 
years. 

No, I, the Jew, am not a special problem in 
the human-kind. Perhaps—and I suggest this 
with no insolence at all—the problem is on the 
other side: What’s the matter with Gentiles? 
How do they get that way? How have they 
managed to escape the influences of Christian- 
ity through 2,000 years, despite that they have

The New Psychology in the Welfare Fund Drive 


_— Indianapolis Jewish community, faced 

with a goal of $168,000 in its annual Jewish 
Welfare Fund drive beginning Sunday, an 
amount twenty per cent larger than that raised 
last year, enters into the last few days prior to 
the drive proper with a confidence that is almost 
unexplainable. 


Normally at this time, it could be expected 
that expressions of amazement at the high quota 
or murmurings of criticism would be heard, but 
instead the community seems to be entering the 
actual soliciting period wtih every feeling of 
raising the money, to the very last penny. 

The feeling is not totally unwarranted, 
either. It dates back to the meeting of the 
Council of Jewish Welfare Funds and Federa- 
tions about six weeks ago in Chicago. There 
the local drive leaders, prepared to exchange 
condolences with leaders from other communi- 
ties on the prospects for campaigns in 1942, 
heard amazing stories of a new psychology 
which had even that early resulted in surprising 
increases in almost every drive up to that time. 

Generally the new feeling was this. Where- 
as in the past eight or nine years Hitlerism was 
steadily devouring new areas, now with the re- 
maining free nations of the world pledged to the 
destruction of Nazism, it was felt that monies 
contributed actually had a purpose other than 
merely keeping alive starving bodies. There 
was hope in the world, and again there was 


faith in future peace and justice. Add to this 
the feeling of sacrifice engendered by this na- 
tion’s entry into the war, and you have all the 
elements of the new psychology. 

All this could have been true, and no doubt 


would have made the larger goal within the 
reach of the community, but when the addition- 
al fact that a new and more logical campaign 
technique has been worked out is taken into 
consideration, then the underlying confidence of 
the drive workers and the community at large 
is plainly understandable. 

Not a small part of this new technique is Mr. 
L. L. Goodman’s new plan to avoid the embar- 
rassment of past years to htose givers who for 
various reasons wish to make their pledges at 
other times than at large mass meetings. Where- 
as last year only seventy-five people attended 
the opening big gifts dinner, this year plans call 
for an attendance of 700. Then, too, the women’s 
division has been enlarged, and by taking over 
many of the pledges of past years, will release 
the men workers for calls on the larger givers. 
In addition a new plan for solicitation in sur- 
rounding communities has been worked out. 

All in all, the community has no easy task 
before it. But workers are facing their job with 
real enthusiasm, sensing the new outlook, but 
perhaps not realizing what has been behind it. 
The Post hopes for a quick, short campaign, and 
of course a successful one. 


A Simple Twist of the Wrist 


HE local lodge of B’nai B’rith last Tuesday 

night called a joint meeting of its executive 
committee and its anti-Defamation committee 
in answer to complaints from the membership at 
large about the work being done by the local 
Jewish agencies combatting anti-Semitic inci- 
dents in the community. 


The complaint is not new. It has been heard 
year after year. But with the formation of the 
Public Relations Committee of the Indianapolis 
Jewish Federaiton a year or so ago, it was felt 
that necessary steps would be taken. locally to 
fight anti-Semitism. 

The new complaints give evidence that the 
community is not satisfied. 

Any analysis of the situation would have re- 
vealed to the few founders of the Public Rela- 
tions group, that it would not and could not 
function successfully from the standpoint of the 
Jewish community, even though the work and 
the good it accomplished were beyond question. 

An anti-Semitic incident, whether groundless 
or not, races through the Jewish community. 
Everyone knows about it in the shortest possi- 
ble time, and most are shocked. Shock after 
shock of this kind and in this day when morale, 
and Jewish morale too, is so important, do the 
utmost harm in undermining a sane outlook 
upon the present situation of the Jew. 

Eventually, the incident is reported to the 
Public Relations Committee. Then as far as 
anything being done to counteract the incident, 
the community at large knows nothing. 

True, in some cases (but not as many as some 
would have us believe) complete silence as to 
what was done is the only possible course to 
follow. But when time after time, and espe- 
cially in view of the fact that the Public Rela- 
tions Committee never has earned the confi- 
dence of the community by any acts, rumors 


spread through the community about such and 
such a firm, or such and such an incident, and 
nothing is ever heard about anything being 
done to take care of the situation, only one 
result can be expected—a gradual lowering of 
the morale of the Jewish community and a grad- 
ual feeling of despondency and discouragement. 

Of course there is an answer to the present 
situation. 

When the Public Relations Committee was 
formed, a certain few leaders selected individ- 
uals whom they thought represented each ele- 
ment of the community. This was a fundamental 
but not an unwitting error. These representa- 
tives actually did not represent any groups at 
all. They were not elected or appointed by the 
groups and they were not responsible to the 
groups. As a result the groups have never felt 
that they have someone on the Public Relations 
Committee to whom they could report untoward 
incidents and later expect an answer. 

The public relations committee could be one 
of the most important bodies in the Jewish 
community. Its work is not alone of the negative 
type of fighting incidents as they appear, but 
constructive and aggressive as well. The com- 
munity’s confidence can be secured, and the 
committee owes it to the ‘community to go out 
of its way to gain that confidence. But as it is, 
the largest part of the community does not even 
know that such a committee exists, despite a 
public announcement at the time of its forma- 
tion several years ago. 

Just a simple twist of the wrist would do the 
job. It is a democratic twist too. Let the organi- 
zations name their representatives to the com- 
mittee, and not only would the committee know 
the feeling of the community, but automatically 
the community would in the reports of these 
representatives know that the situation was in 
adequate hands.

surrounded themselves with churches, despite 


that images of Christ that have been set up 
at many cross roads to show them the way. 

By what perversion do people brought upon 
the Christly teaching, on the beatitudes and all 
the rest of the Sermon on the Mount, come to 
raise their hands for a hideous persecution, or, 
as in America, to take up a more polite anti- 
Semitism whose sadism delights in persecution 
by falsehood and insult. 

How does a Coughlin get that way; he who 
has been wedded to the Church and whose 


back carries the cross that is for compassion? 

I suggest another book—a sequel to “Jews in 
a Gentile World”—a clinical study of Gentiles 
to determine what’s the matter with them and 
for what reason and what may be done to make 
them Christian—a study by sociologists, psy- 
chologists, clergymen and humorists. 

(I should explain, though, that I do not in- 
clude all Gentiles in the indictment. I know 
those who are Christian ladies and gentlemen. 
As I like to say, some of my best friends are 
Gentiles).

article by Mr. Segal that deals 
with one of the most important 
issues of the Jewish people. The 
original debate of the young peo- 
ple dealt with the problem of go- 
ing out with a person of another 
faith. Mr. Segal goes a step fur- 
ther and draws what he calls a 
logical conclusion that the ques- 
tion should really be whether a 
Jew has a right to fall in love 
and be married to a Gentile. . His 
conclusion is and I quote “It is 
horribly sad that in this world a 
fine young man like you has to 
consider differences of race and 
creed before allowing himself to 
fall completely in love with a fine 
young girl like Miss Culbertson. 
But that’s the way the world is 


and we can’t do anything to make 


it over.” 

You will recall, Mr. Editor, that 
a few weeks ago the Saturday 
Evening Post had an article in it 
entitled “Red, White and Blue 
Herring” in which article the au- 
thor gave us the viewpoint of a 
sincere assimilationist. Fury and 
furor were the result of that ar- 
ticle. Every rabbi, lay leader, and 
editorialist orated and wrote 
against it. Now along comes your 
famous Mr. Segal and writes an 
article with the exact same idea 
involved, that it is just too bad 
that Jews and Gentiles cannot 
fall in love and intermarry. 

I agree with you when you say 
that Mr. Segal has a fine prose 
style. At least it is different. It 
is one of those soft simple styles 
that through their very simplicity 
cause the most difficult issues to 
be decided through inexorable 
logic and reason. His ideas on 
Zionism which he renders “phi- 
losophically” I shall not even dis- 
cuss. But when a man who is 
syndicated in many Jewish pa- 
pers goes so far as to advocate 
intermarriage (except that his 
parents and her parents are still 
dogmatically prejudiced) then I 
feel that the writer has stepped 
beyond the bounds of any kind 
of “Judaism.” This attitude of 
his is to be found in many of his 
articles and I personally feel that 
they have no place in a Jewish 
newspaper. There is a limit to 
tolerance and to freedom of the 
press. As a Jew I cannot help but 
feel that such articles cause much 
more harm than good. After read- 
ing this article what is there to 
stop a Jewish girl from marrying 
a Gentile? In these days when 
we are the targets of hatred 
emanating from many sources we 
should seek to strengthen our- 
selves through our heritage and 
not try and run away. Or is it 
that Mr. Segal is filled with con- 
sternation that Jews may turn 
back to Judaism and to Zion? 

I do want to commend you on 
your stand in today’s editorial 
concerning Jewish publicity seek 
ing. It is a real tragedy that 
many of our Jewish people it 
cluding rabbis feel that they cat 
not hold an affair or speak any- 
where without having an article 
either in the Jewish newspapef 
or in the local newspaper. I have 
always felt that the reg 
church columns of daily pape 
and the synagogue columns @ 
Jewish papers are sufficient, bl 
certainly this vying for “inche 
of publicity is a disgrace.
